In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

At the outset, Applicant described the difference between the claimed invention and the teachings of Ishikawa, namely 
that the meshing of the tooth flanks of the claimed invention occurs at planiform contact regions rather than line contact 
as set forth in Ishikawa. Applicant pointed out that the teachings of Ishikawa are limited to two dimensional (2D) 
contact regions whereas the "planiform" contact regions as claimed calls for three dimensional (3D) contact regions. 

Support regarding the limitation "effective profiles of said tooth flanks matching in a manner that the meshing of the 
tooth flanks occurs at planiform contact regions, linearly viewed in cross section, along their complete height" of claim 1 
in the specification as originally filed was discussed. The Examiner confirmed that the use of the terms "planiform 
contact regions" and "effective profiles" are indeed supported in the specification as originially filed. 

The Examiner expressed that the broadest reasonable interpretation of the claim limitation "planiform contact regions" 
necessarily encompasses line contact. The Examiner elaborated that such contact would require an infinitesimal 
contact area therebetween and as such a line contact of such points would "read on" the planiform contact regions. 
The Examiner further pointed out that neither the claim nor the specification draws a distinction between said 
infinitesimal contact area and a "planiform contact region." 

Applicant emphasized that a "planiform contact region" indeed characterizes contact regions in 3D and as such serves 
to patentably distinguish over the cited art of record. Applicant inquired about filing an additional drawing illustrating 
said 3D contact regions. The Examiner expressed that such a submission may present a new matter issue and that 
perhaps submitting such a drawing as an exhibit in an appendix would be effective.
